^THE^WELIJNGTON STBEKE. 

Wo bave refrained from oomnienUng 
editorially upon the exlraordinary atato 
of things that exists at tbo Wellington 
Colliery. From tlie first we have en- 
conroged the hope tbat when the angry 
feelings cvoliod by tbo misnnflerstandiog 
had passod away buth sides vronld be able 
to approach the discussion of tbo diflicul- 
tyiuacahu and roasonablo spirit. Wo 
tako it for graulod that no ouo will dis 
• pute the rigbt of the owners of Welling 
' ton Colliery to offer suoh wugea as they 
think proper to tUeir men;or tuat the right 
of tbe mm to place tlieir own estimate on 
the vulue of their labor will not be qoes- 
lioued. M'oslmll not presume to say 
how much DuDsniuir, Digglo A Co. 
should pay tboir men; nor sba 1 we at- 
tempt to da-tato Iho rate wbiob those men 
ougUt to accept. Tbat is a matter tbat 
wiii ojentiially form the basis of an ur 
^iO<^Bgenieut bei ween'the parties, and muy 
' besufely left to themsBlTts or to a Com- 
mis-iou, as wifely recommended by Mr. 
Gnidun and proposed by the Govern- 
ment. 

Oiiit tt o do wish to point out to the min- 
ers of Wolliiigtun that matters bavo as- 
snuied a pliaaa iliat is more than ser- 
ious. I'iiHir quarrel originally was with 
their late ompluyora. By their refusal to 
obey the manJuteof the Court or the bhor- 
iflf's auihoiitj tboy have raised up a new 
and more powerful adversary than Duo- 
muir, Digglo & Co. They have detied 
tbe law; aijJ the law is arrayed against 
them. More: Down to the point of ac- 
tual rosi.stiincu to lawtul authority the 
Bytnpatny of the people of Nauaimo and 
Viutona was solidly with tlio men of 
•Wol.i'igtou. Public opinion did nut stop 
to inquire whether the colliery company 
offered too little or tbe men asked too 
much. It only saw a number of « men— 
the bread rtinuers of women and children 
— contending for a principle— tbe right 
to J) ace tlieir own value on the labor of 
their bauds.. And tli^- public of Nanaimo 
and Victoria huvo contributed, and would 
Lave contirioed to contribute liberally to- 
wards tlie support of the men "on strike" 
for a principle, fiut the open defiance of 
tbe oUicers of the law of which the Wel- 
liugtonittus liave been guilty, is rapidly 
cau^in^^ n revulsion of feeling in this city, 
as it will cNerywhero, when once the mat- 
ter is properly htated. It is a hard thing, 
trulv, for latljers and husbands to sou 
their wives and little ones turned out of 
comfortable dwellings; but it is to be 
presumed tbat the men on htriko counted 
tbe cost before tbey knocked off work; — 
that tbey weighed ihe advantages against 
tbe di^advulltagos and were prepared to 
accept tbo very worst tbat could befall 
them. It would seem, however, from their 
refusal to leave the company's houses, that 
while they rightly contend tbat the com 
pany have no claim on their service except 
at tbeir (the miners') own terms, they 
still place themselves under obligaUons to 
the company for the roofs that shelter 
tbeir htads. Is it evidence of the exis- 
tence of a spirit of independence— is it 
fighting for a principle to toll tbe com- 
pany that although tbe law says you are 
trroug yoo will retain possession of their 
property .80 long as it Huits yonr conveni- 
eiice—lh«>ehy ' placing yonreelf nndcr 
obligations to them? It is said that tbe 
WollinKton miners ore acting under legal 
ad\ice in reti-tmg lawful authority. Wo 
d:>ubt that statement; but if tbey have 
been BO advised it js bad advice, indeed. 

We regret to observe in tbe columns of 
a paper published in this city an article 
applandiog the illegal acts of tbe miners, 
and declaring that the "special bailiffs" of 
Air. Shoi iff Harris, "all honor to t.eir 
maLhooil.rciu.-od" todiscbargo their duty. 
An artiolo like tbat under review (who- 
ever may bave written it) is calculated to 
•work a great deal of baim. It pats men 
on the hack who have been guilty of a 
grave illegali^, encoarages others wbo 
Were sworn officers of the law (us those 
"special bai ids" were), to disobedience 
anil iusubiirdmation,and plainly tells the 
owners of propeity of all kinds tbat 
tbougli tliu.v bf. backed by tbe luw (bey 
havenoriglitslhut un occupier is bound to 
respect. We do not bolievo many poisons 
'will be found to «. ndorso inceudiiiry seuti- 
ment-4 of the kind wo now refer to— for if 
the advice theiein given ba followed by 
tbo miners con-iequences of a mobt seri- 
ous character will surely follow. 

\\ e.iU on the miners of Wellington to 
act with discretion and temperance at this 
critical moment ami abandou a position 
tbey eantiot lioltl either in honor, law or 
equity. II tbey bave been advised other- 
wi-ic, tboy have been advised badly — be- 
canso instead of having only Dunsmuir, 
Diggle & Co. to contend with, tboy bavi- 
now the strong arm of tbe law raised 
nguinst I hem. It is i)roper that the miii 
ers should contend for what they con- 
ceive to bo u fair and equitable rate of 
wages; but let them not continue to sot 
the constituted authorities at deiianco. If 
they do so, it will bo at their peril. 

THE INDIAN LANDS aUESTION. 

Correspondence on the subject of the 
Indian Couiiuisaion now engaged in ap- 
portioning lands to the varioas tribes was 
laid before tbe House yesterday. On the 
27ih of Febrnary Hon. Mr. Elliott in- 
formed tlio Minister of the Interior that 
tbo pie-eiit uieihod of apportioning tbe 
lands was cumbersome and expensive, 
and if continued the commisnion would 
last m:»ny years at a co4 entirely diMpro- 
porti'inate to the results attained. Ho 
reputumendediiliat the Coiamis^ion should 
conUne tlieir labors lo places where the 
■whites atu] nutivos are living inclose prox- 
imity, wliiTO tbo Indians are dissaiisliod 
•nith the nrea i f laiiil o[ which they hold 
poHsetsion, leaving the allotment of lands 
in those ] orliouB of Ihe Province whore 
thu India:!'* are isolated from tbo whites 
to be dealt nith by the Indian Superin- 
tendents in their respective localiiieo, 
BubjoL't to the approval of the Chief Com- 
misionor of Lands and Works before bo- 
ing gazelltd as Indian resarvec; and in 
case of any mi-^undorstauding. one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court to finally 
deiid' . 1 y h J adoption of this plan, tbe 
rrcmtur wioto, tbe labors of the present 
Commif sion could be brought to a close 
by tlio end of tbo current year. A dis- 
patch from Ihe Canadian Qovernmoiit of 
the 23d February approves of the plan 
of Mr. Elliott, by the adoption of which 
•ome 876,000 will be iMiyed to tbe Pro- 
Tiaoe. 



CACHE CREEK BOATIDING SCHOOL. 

Eumovs are extant ihat the attempt to 
found a Government bo.\rdiug-8chool at 
Cache Creek has signally failed after the 
expenditure of a sum of monoy that runs 
far into the thousands. It is said that 
tbe grossest immoralities have been dis- 
coyerod to esist among the ohildren, the 
sexes having succeeded in breaking 
through the b-irriers that separated the 
dormitoriea. It is added tlint Mr. O'om- 
itson, the Deputy .Siipeiiuiendentof Edu- 
cation, despairing of raising Iho iroial 
tone of the children, has resigned. Cache 
Creek School was estublisbo.l by_ the 
DoCosmos-Walkem Government, being a 
sort of ppt project.of that Admiuistratiou, 
If one half the rumors one hoiirs are true, 
the establishment sliould bo broken up 
immedi.iti'ly iiiui tlio money required fur 
its sustentation devoted to a more worthy 
object.- .; . ,., i.i ,. 
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Mr. G. M. Dawsou, F. G. S., lectur- 
ed to a large-^ and attentive audieuco 
upon "British Columbia " After de- 
scribing its picturesque scenery ho 
noticed tbo fact tbat tho coast range 
of inountiiius were ii climutio division, 
the greater part of the moisturo fnlliny 
on the coast. At Yictoiia iu 1875, the 
raiu fall was 3G iucbes, while within 
tho coast rnngo at Spence'a Bridge 
it was but twelve iucdie.s. In Victoria 
and alo jg the coiial tho moisture mo.st- 
ly falls iu winter, while there is clear 
and delightfiii weather for two or three 
months iu Bummer — ^in fact no more 
enjoj'able summer could be found. At 
Sitka iu Alabka the yearly raiu fall 
averages 821 iuchos, while south, iu 
Oregon, and about tho Columbia lliver 
it is nearly tho eaino, Ou account of 
the heavy rain fa\l,the Oregonians had 
been nicknamed "web-feet " While 
the coast was a mild, equable and de- 
lightful one, that behind tbo coast 
r&uge was one of extremes — like that 
iu this province. AtSpeoce's Bridge 
tbe ! thermometer registered 20 ° at 
timeB^'aud as high as 93 ° in summer. 
HoweTer, tbe mean average tempera- 
ture was only two degrceR colder than 
Victoria. He treated next of tbe 
vegetation. The Douglas tirs grew to 
enormooa dimensions; one which was 
cut down and sent to the Centennial 
was 305 feet long, and diameter 20 feet; 
above the but, 8 feet 4 iiioliea. Its 
concentric rings showed that it was 
GOO years old; the seed of this patriar- 
chal tree must, therefore, have fallen 
to the ground during the reigu of 
Eadward the First, and in tho time of 
the Scottish Brucu. The speaker hud 
seen giant cedars 17 feet in diniiietcr. 
British Columbia's system of enclosed 
water-wajB was uuparalelled, but they 
were traversed by some of the worst 
and oldest steamers in the known 
world. There were two navigable 
stretches ou tho Eraser lliver, upon 
which stern wheel steamers of great 
power were running; the remainder 
of the^river was rapid in its course, 
and inaiiy voyageura aud miners had 
lost their lives in it. In regard to 
geographical information, the Ciiuadian 
Pacific Railwny Riirveva had added 
much to the kuowledj:e of the interior 
of tho country. iiritish Columbia's 
resources, mentioned in the order of 
their present importance, were as fol- 
lows; Mines, forests, fisheries, the 
chase, stock raibiug and agriculture. 
Coal and gold were found m abund- 
ance, and here he remaiked that Can- 
ada possessed ihe only available coal 
deposits on either the Atlantic or 
Pacific coasts. British Columbia coal 
was excellent, and was finding its way 
into Sau Francisco despite tho heavy 
protective tariff. The gold searchers 
tad pushed their discoveries further 
and farther until now they were in 59 ° 
north latitude at Cassiar, on the Stick- 
een river, in a forbidding country with 
an Aitic climate; — here was the richest 
gold field in the province. The sahiiou 
fisheries were unrivaled, aud tho 
fertility of tho soil was great, while 
the climate enabled wheat to be raised 
away up the Peace Itivcr district. In 
fact, British Columbia had every ele- 
ment necessary to wealth and pros- 
perity; and the speaker urged tbe 
comp'etion of tho Cauadiau Pacific 
Railway before the Northern Pauilio 
Railway was put thiouerh; as, thisouce 
done, it would secure tho trade of a 
vast country which otherwise would 
fall into the hands of tho Americans.
